It is to be hoped that the 
program will be continued and expanded so that it will 
become a factor in the American Olympic effort as well 
as in President Kennedy's Physical Fitness program.

JIM SMALL WINS RACCOON STRAITS SWIM 


Former University of Califomia star swimmer Jim 
Small captured the Dolphin Swimming & Boating Club's 
10th Annual Raccoon Straits Swim today with a time of 13 
minutes, 50 seconds. Jim covered the course in the third 
fastest time recorded in the ten years the swim has been 
held.

Six swimmers crossed the Gate, but did not finish the 
race at the Lime Point Coast Guard Station on the Marin 
County shore. They were credited with the crossing but 
were given no time or place. One of the six, sixty-nine 
year old Chet Wing was the oldest man to make the cross- 
ing. Four swimmers were pulled from the chilly waters.

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


As my term of office draws to a close I feel that a re- 
port of my stewardship is in order. To fully understand 
and realize what has been done and accomplished it is 
necessary to remember the Dolphin Club as it was. 


l. Building upkeep and general maintenance. This is 
perhaps the most expensive of all club functions. A face 
lifting on both the front and back of the boat house has 
been completed and with the installation of spot lights 
and fluorescent lighting the club emblem is proudly dis- 
played. A new roof was put on and the sundeck was re- 
paired and painted. The men's room was remodeled, re- 
tiled and repainted. The men's shower now has enough 
hot water for even the terrific usage on Golden Gate Swim 
day. The dock has been reinforced and shored to guaran- 
tee many years of trouble free use. A protective fence 
has been erected to insure the privacy of the Dolphin 
beach for the use of Dolphin members, families and 
guests. A complete redecking of the rear boat house area 
and the dock was done and the entire surface creosoted 
and protected by wood preserver. A lovely garden was 
conceived, built and is being maintained. The entire boat 
house including floor, walls and ceiling was washed, 
cleaned and repainted. The Staib Room was completely 
redone and painted, new and brighter lights now make 
this an ideal meeting and small party room. New doors 
and partitions have been built to facilitate the storing of 
boats in the B court and to help eliminate the barren barn 
like look of the boat house. Pictures depicting the nat- 
ural attractions of San Francisco have been put up 
throughout the club house. Many maps and charts of vital 
interest to both swimmers and oarsmen are now located 
in the boat house. Other minor improvements too numer 
ous to mention have been and are constantly being made. 
Two major jobs remain: repairing of skylight over the 
handball court and some very necessary electrical re- 
wiring. 


2. Boats and equipment. Presently the Dolphin Flo- 
tilla, consisting of three doubles, three singles, two flat 
bottoms, two canoes, four paddle boards, the Viking and 
the Weiland are all in first class serviceable condition. 
A sufficient number of oars and life jackets were pur- 
chased to insure an ample reserve. New sliding seat 
wheels and oarlocks have been made and used where re- 
quired. All the old iron wheels on the boat dollies have 
been replaced with the latest type rubber tired ball bear- 
ing wheels. Plans now call for two boats to be taken 
down and refinished each year; this care will insure many 
years of service. As regarding racing shells and barges, 
for the first time in over thirty years a new four oared 
shell was bought from Pocock in Seattle. The Dolphin 
Club was represented in three events in two Rowing Re- 
gattas this year and will participate to a greater extent 
in the future. Boating, one of the two sports for which 
this club was founded, has necessitated an expenditure 
in excess of $5,000.00, a sum which, in this writer's 
opinion, was money well spent. It is impossible to oper- 
ate a boating and swimming club without boats for pleas- 
ure and protection. 


3. Aquatics and swimming. The fact that the great 
est number of swimmers in the history of the Dolphin 
Club took part in all the swims this year is proof enough 
that we are indeed the number one open water swim club. 
Most of the swims were telecast over KGO TV and KPIX 
TV news and sports programs. The local press has on 
occasion given the club good coverage for our events. 
Several members have appeared personally on TV and 
radio for the Dolphin Club. Dolphin Ike Papke was the 
first man ever to make the 12% mile swim from the light 
ship to the Golden Gate. An attempt from the Farallones 
will be made when time, tide and conditions permit. Ev- 
ery member of the Dolphin Club can be justifiably proud 
of the swimmers who churn up the waters of San Fran- 
cisco Bay. On tap and awaiting action by the Park and 
Recreation Dept. is the Dolphin water polo team. They 
are now and have been ready to play and compete when 
the necessary water polo goals are installed. Two years 
is a long time — how much longer will it be? Never has 
the image of the Dolphin Club loomed larger or brighter 
in the public eye than at present. 


Space does not permit me to deal with such club mate 
ters as social activities, the Hanna Boys Day, Big Broth- 
ers Day and other affairs. I must mention that since the 
handball court has been shortened and remodeled a new 
lease on life for this sport has been gained. The re- 
sponse and turnout for handball as a winter sport has 
been tremendous. Many swimmers are trying this game 
for the first time and have come to the conclusion that 
it's great for staying in condition. 


In conclusion, may I thank all those Dolphin mem» 
bers who, in order to make the above possible, gave not 
only their talent, skill and time but opened their wallets 
and gave what they could to help. To everyone I say 
thank you for allowing me to be of service to you,

LA JOLLA SWIM STIFF TEST 
By Jim Small 


On Sunday, September 8, 1963, four members of the Dol- 
phin Swimming and Boating Club competed in the 47th 
Annual La Jolla Rough Water Swim in La Jolla, California. 

Representing the Club were Dan Osborne, Joe Flahaven, 
Jim Baird and Jim Small. 

These men who, incidentally, were the first four finish- 
ers in the previous day's Raccoon Straits Swim were up 
against the finest competition on the West Coast. Several 
U.S. Olympic swimmers were in the field which consisted 
of 229 swimmers. The competitors ranged in age from 12 
years to 63 years of age and provided the stiffest competi- 
tion that this swim had ever had in addition to the largest 
number of entries. 

The race was won by 14 year old Southern California 
distance star: Andy Strenk, he is one of the nation’s up 
and coming 1500 meter swimming phenoms. Second place 
went to 1960 Olympic swimmer and former U.S.C. graduate, 
Tom Winters. For the Dolphin Club, Jim Small placed fifth, 
Jim Baird was thirteenth, Joe Flahaven was 32nd and Dan 
Osborne thirty-ninth in the Men’s Division. 

The swim was conducted on-a triangular course marked 
by buoys and began and finished x Jolla Cove. Al- 
though the order of finish was an obvious disappointment 
to our four Dolphin representatives, it cannot be empha- 
sized enough that this is the most highly competitive rough 
water swim in the United States. Alt of the swimmers en- 
joyed the trip and hope that future representatives will be 
able to improve upon this initial maera by the Dol- 
phin Swimming and Boating Club in Southern California 
ocean distance swimming competition.

SWIMMING RULES & REGULATIONS 
ADOPTED FOR 1964 SEASON 


By FRANK Drum, Swimming Commissioner 


On Monday night, Oetober 28, 1963, a special meeting of 
swimmers, pilots and interested Dolphin members was held 
in the Keenan Room. Approximately seventy-five Dolphins 
were in attendance. Positive and concrete safety measures 
and other matters affecting swimmers and pilots were dis- 
eussed and aeted upon. The following rules and regulations 
are final and binding. IN THE MATTER OF WATER 
SAFETY THERE WILL ABSOLUTELY NOT BE ANY 
EXCEPTIONS MADE FOR ANYONE. 


1. Each swimmer must wear an ORANGE flourescent 
swim cap. NO CAP NO SWIM. 

2. The Swimming Commissioner is in complete charge 
of all swims. 

3. No swimmer or pilot who in the opinion of the swim- 
ming commissioners is neither capable nor qualified will be 
permitted to participate in any scheduled or sponsored 
event. 


4. Deadline for swim sign-up is one week prior to each 
event. 


5. Accident and Medical Policy with Continental Casual- 
ty Company covering swimmers be continued. 


6. $10.00 swim participation fee is due and payable by 
July 1, 1964. 


7. Each pilot boat shall be equipped with a 3 by 3 orange 
flourescent flag to be placed in bow. 


8. Each pilot boat shall be equipped with suitable air 
horn and whistle. 


9. The *no guest" in pilot boat rule to be strietly en- 
foreed. 


10. A swimmers’ and pilots’ meeting to be held before 
each swim. 


1l. Non-participating swimmers shall if possible serve 
as pilots. 


12. Whenever possible one swimmer — one pilot.

On July 4, he will row in the Independence Day Regatta 
at Philadelphia. 

The big test will come July 8 when Myron will enter the 
U. S. Olympic Trials at Orchard Beach Lagoon in Queens, 
Nev York City, asa feature of the World's Fair. 


Myron is figured to be the number one sculler of the 
Paeifie Coast. For the past two vears he has worked out 
daily at the Dolphin rowing quarters at Lake Mereed. This 
spring he won the 2,000 meter Western singles title at 
Long Beach. 


Myron received $500 from the Club to assist his expenses 
but he says the Eastern tour will cost close to $2,000.

SWIMMING SAFETY MEETING HELD 


By FRANK DRUM 


On Friday, May 15, Frank Drum, Swimming Commis- 
sioner met with Mrs. Margaret Larsen, Captain of Division 
One, U. S. Coast Guard Auxiliary and Commander David 
S. Williams, USCG, Direetor of the U. S. Coast Guard 
Auxiliary for the 12th District. The purpose of the meeting 
was to discuss and adopt safety measures for Bay Swims. 
Mr. Drum was authorized to speak not only for the Dolphin 
Club but the Olympic and South End Rowing Club as well. 
Lieutenant Finan, USCG, Publie Relations Dept., 12th 
Coast Guard District, representing Admiral Winbeck stated 
that the safety measures as adopted and published in the 
last issue of the Dolphin Log were in accord with the dis- 
cussions held at the November 19, 1963 meeting with Ad- 
miral Winbeck and his staff. 


It was agreed that each pilot boat and escort boat will fly 
the international signal flag *O" (OSCAR). This flag when 
flown alone indicates “Man Overboard”, it is a square flag, 
divided diagonally with the upper half red and the lower 
half yellow. It was felt by all concerned that common and 
constant usage in all Bay Swims of this flag would soon 
bring general recognition as a Swimmers Flag. 


After some discussion it was agreed that visual rather 
than audible signals were of greater help to the swimmers 
and pilot boats, consequently each pilot and escort boat will 
be equipped with a smoke flare. 


It was further agreed that with the exception of the 
Golden Gate Swim, the ratio of swimmers to pilot boats 
would be no more than three swimmers for each pilot boat. 


Commander Williams and Mrs. Larsen stated that the 
U. S. Coast Guard Auxiliary would assist the swim clubs by 
patrolling the bay swims with at least two radio equipped 
power boats, provided written request is received from the 
swim ¢lubs at least one month prior to each race. This action 
coupled with a previous understanding reached with Ad- 
miral Winbeck should assure the swimmers the greatest 
possible protection. 


Word has been received from Mr. Enos Kane, Executive 
Secretary to Mayor Shelley, that our request for a meeting 
to establish a “Greater San Francisco Bay Water Safety 
Committee’ is receiving favorable consideration and some- 
thing definite will be announeed soon.

Dear Frank and Dolphins: 


I just received the “Dolphin 
Log", it's really great to hear 
the news from home. This is just 
a short note, I hope it's not too 
late.

Best of luck to Dave Smith in 
Europe! If it's not too late, tell 
Dave to drop me a note if he 
really needs any help for pilots 
or anything — Gibraltar is my 
territory and I’ve got some con- 
taets with boat clubs. Rabat is 
only a eouple- of -hours from 
Tangier. 


The swim season is finished. We won 2nd place in the 
North African Championships in Algeria, with 8 gold 
medals. Our Minimes (Jrs.) did the best (6 of gold medals). 
Two weeks later 1 went to Casablanca for the National 
Championships. Aside from the organization of it, the 
swimmers faired well, with 5 National Records broken. All 
the best swimmers I’ve had are 16 years and younger, ex- 
cept two, which they should be back for awhile. 


This is great when they don't start till they are 14 or so. 
But now we've started age group swimming, and there are 
a few 10-11 year olds who are not bad. Also for next vear, 
swim season will be more than the usual 2 months. We've 
made up a winter schedule for weight training and hope to 
start swimming around April. I give my first winter clinic 
in Meknes durine December for one month. 


Right now I’m in the middle of giving a elinie to 32 girls 
— all young but most are married — but it's fun anyway. 
It's for the Ist degree in swimming, beginning swimming. 

The weather here lately has been bad news, the last week 
and a half it's been raining and cold off and on. It's unusual 
they say this early. Along with it eame the wind — which 
is ereat for sailing. 

I finally went surfing a couple of times, got a board from 
a French Dr., it's really great — now to get a progrom 


going. 


I just finished a 3-week French class 5 hours a day — I'm 
able to get along much better — language is really a barrier 
— especially for social life.

Dr. FRED HOWARD — IKE PapkE, Swim Commissioners 

The 1966 swim season is just around the corner and most 
of you know we have two new swimming commissioners. 
They are Dr. Fred Howard and Ike Papke. 

This year we are going to try out a point system. Points 
will be given for Ist, 2nd, 3rd, and for participation. If a 


swimmer does not finish, but has swam half the distance or 


more, he will be given half the points for participating. On 
presentation of the Golden Gate trophies, consideration will 
be given to those with the most points plus position placed 
in the Gate swim. 
Example: 

Ist place 25 points. 

2nd place 20 points. 

3rd place 15 points. 

Participation 10 points. 


If a swimmer competes in all five swims plus the Gate, and 
places last in the Gate swim, he will be scored as follows: 
Sixty points plus last position. If a swimmer enters only two 
swims, and places Ist in one race and 3rd in the Gate, he 
will have a score as follows: 25 points for 1st and 15 points 
for 3rd (Gate Swim) or 40 points plus 3rd position. Recog- 
nition will be given him as placing 3rd in the Golden Gate 
swim, but because he only has 40 points, he will receive his 
trophy after the swimmer who placed last but has 60 points. 
In an event we have all gate partieipants with 60 points, 
then the trophies will be presented according to position 
only. 

These are the rules which are going to be strictly enforced 
this year. 

(1) All swimmers will have to wear a fluorescent orange 
swim cap. 

(2) All swimmers are required to cheek in with the swim 
commissioners no later than one half hour prior to swim 
event. 

(3) New members do not qualify unless they became a 
member before June 15th (to swim Golden Gate). 

(4) All swimmers will have to pay swim fees by the end 

July. 

(5) No swimmers will be allowed to participate in any 
event if dues are not paid up to date.

With the passing of Herb Derham in January, the Dol- 
phin Club lost one of its most loyal and respected life 
members. 

Born on the slopes of Telegraph Hill, Herb joined the 
Fire Department during the days of the horse and buggy 
and quiekly rose to lieutenant and was plaeed in charge of 
Engine No. 28 on Stoekton Street across from Washington 
Square. In later years he was transferred to Engine No. 51 
at Green and Leavenworth where he remained until his re- 
tirement. During his stay at No. 31 he was associated with 
Andy Dunne and Andy Demo who are at the present time 
life members of the Club, and both will attest to the faet 
that Herb was without a doubt, courageous, efficient, and 
yet an offieer who was tolerant and jovial. Like his brothers 
Albert and Ben, he was a dedicated firefighter. 

His years in the Dolphin Club were very active as he 
participated in all the sports, including handball, swimming, 
diving and rowing. He and his pal Anita Day Hubbard 
eould be seen almost daily taking long rows in the paired 
oared doubles. Most likely Herb's favorite sport was diving. 
Unlike the present day swimmers who walk into the water 
from the beach, Herb always dove from the top structure 
which supports the pier, and onee during the 1915 World's 
Fair, he dove from the top of a pile driver into the yacht 
harbor. Yes, Herb was a real guy and a real Dolphin. He 
was proud of his achievements and perhaps his two greatest 
thrills were piloting his brother Ben to win a Golden Gate 
swim, and stroking the Irish crew to beat the Italian crew. 
Henry King, Phil Ryan, Joe Quinn, Herb Derham and Bud 
Sterling, coxswain, made up the Irish crew. The Italian crew 
members were Andy Demo, Billy Giovannioni, Doe Pera, 
Ham Delucchi, and Ernie Pera, eoxswain. 

Most of us will miss Herb, but we hope and pray that 
wherever he may be he will forever rest in peace.

Dolphins. The souree is the U.S. Department of Commeree 
Coast and Geodetie Survey publication 31-3, first edition. It 
is the latest available, published in 1962. 


The following are average mean sea temperatures at Fort 
Point, San Francisco Bay, from the years 1922 through 
1960.

The Fort Point figures are used because they most elosely 
approximate our cove temperature. 


The temperature at Hunters Point and Coyote Point is an 
average of two degrees warmer. Most other Bay spots, such 
as Alameda and the Dumbarton Bridge, are much warmer. 


The average maximum sea temperature is 63 degrees. The 
average minimum temperature is 46 degrees. The very 
highest this area has ever recorded was 68 degrees.

This year a point system of rating the swimmers was 
devised by Ike Papke. Points were awarded both for partici- 
pation and placing as follows: 


Ist place — 25 points; 2nd place — 20 points; 3rd place — 
15 points; finishing a swim — 10 points; failing to finish 


but going more than half the distanee — 5 points.

DOLPHINS IN 56TH ANNUAL 


DIPSEA RACE

Seven miles from Mill Valley to Stinson Beach by way of 
Mt. Tamalpais and Muir Woods. Seven miles of steep 
ascents and steep descents, preceded by 435 stairs, makes 
up the Dipsea race course. The race was held on August 28th 
in 85 degree heat.

They were the team we 
almost beat (2nd from last). Five Dolphin Club members 
were in this first running team. The following are the names 
and times of the first official Dolphin Club Track Team 
entered in the Dipsea race: Tom Dougherty, 96:04; Mike 
Lyons, 101:02; Walter Stack, 77:23; Jimmie Vanya, 86:44; 
and Larry Witter, 88:46. Next year we expect at least a 
dozen or more Dolphins in our track team.

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MEMORIAL

December 31, 1966 was the last day of the year and it 
also marked the last swim for our beloved Ted Monell who 
collapsed and died in the arms of his swimming pals Paul 
Sylvester, Chet Wing and Walter Strack moments after 
they had completed their regular early morning swim. To 
these three fine fellows this cold December day will linger 
in their memories as one of the saddest and most heartbreak- 
ing days in their lives. Swimming to Ted was his greatest 
sport and there is no doubt that he had covered more miles 
in the waters of San Francisco Bay than any other swimmer 
in the history of Bay Area swimming. This would include 
around Aleatraz, Treasure Island, other Club swims, and 
about 40 Golden Gate crossings. Second in his sports life 
was handball. How he loved to play handball. Besides his 
daily matches at the Olympic Club he participated in all 
the Dolphin Club tournaments. He played hard, taking 
defeat or victory with never a complaint, but always with 
that ready smile. He was, in the vernacular, a handball 
commissioner's dream. 

To the Dolphins, he was their guide, their counsel and in 
matters of importance the saying in the boathouse would 
always be: *Let's talk to Ted." He was their President and 
it was he who formed the constitution and by-laws. His 
magnanimity was only exceeded by his generosity, for in 
his vocabulary, which was massive, there was one word 
missing, and that word was no. 

Yes, Ted will be missed by his many friends, his associates 
and especially by his swimming pals. So with doffed hats 
and bowed heads, we say farewell to one of the greatest and 
orandest fellows that ever wore a Dolphin emblem. 


Bill Mahood, one of the Dolphin Club’s aetive swimmers 
in years past, died in late December. He had made more 
than twenty Golden Gate crossings and was noted for 
havine swam around Alcatraz and back in 1930. 

Bill, known as Oakland’s “Singing Cop” retired from the 
city’s police foree in 1951 after 27 years of service.

THE STORY OF HE SWIM

At 12:02 P.M., Monday, Au,ust 28, 1967, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Stewart Evans landed on a rocky beach at Point 
Bolinas, 13 hours, 44 minutes, and 52 seconds after entering 
the water at the South Farallone Island, thus becoming the 
first human being to swim this erossing. His success was 
based on most outstanding ability, exaeting training, and a 
careful personal or .nization of the conduct of the swim 
itself. Those of us who were able to help are proud to have 
had this opportunity.

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FARALLONE SWIMMERS

I may be leaving out a few who were in the great Faral- 
lone race of 1956 or thereabouts, but the principal Farallone 
swimmers I remember are as follows. , 

Ray Carmassi, 1955, was a former Dolphin Gate cham- 
pion. He started at Muir Beach and swam out toward the 
light-ship. After 5 hours, he became very cold and took him- 
self out. A few weeks later, he crossed the Catalina channel 
easily. 

The 1956 race was won by Myra Thompson, then 18 years 
old. She got almost to the light-ship in 13 hours, as I re- 
member. Paul Herron, who later made at least one more

water accompanied the swimmer. Their captains are Chief 
Warrant Officer Gray, Specialist 4 Randall, and Mr. Max- 
well Stevenson. 


The Water Queen was lead boat and set the course, the 
two pilot rowboats, Oyster and Sidney Foster, each carrying 
two men eame next with the swimmer between them. The 
Sidney Foster took the eourse from the lead boat, while the 
Oyster, rowed by veteran Farallones pilot Joe Weiss, 
watched the swimmer closely. The Crissy Flier carrying 
additional pilots, pacers, and others remained close behind. 
The Edgewater, carrying our photographer, Phil Rourke 
and Coast Guard Auxiliary observer, Rita Banks, cruised 
along closeby. 


Course 


The course, date, and time were chosen by Stu after con- 
sultation with Captain Gray, Ike Papke, Joe Weiss, and 
others. The plan was to go in as close to a direct line as 
possible from the island to Stinson Beach. The tidal time 
chosen anticipated slack water until the last 7 miles when a 
weak to moderate northward drift would be encountered 
followed by the beginning of the flood on nearing the Marin 
coast. The swim was to start in darkness so that when the 
going became more difficult, the swimmer would be aided 
by the sun.

Conduct of the Swim 


The start was at 10:17 P.M. on August 27. The sky was 
starry and the air balmy. The water was extremely calm. 
After an hour, high fog came in but lifted shortly after the 
sun rose. The water remained calm throughout with only 
moderate swells at the finish. Water temperature was 56 
degrees at the start but reached 58 degrees midway in the 
swim. The swimmer was protected by a coating of marine 


bearing grease mixed with graphite and shark-repellent. ' 


This he applied over a light coating of oil of wintergreen on" 
the chest and large joints. 


Sea life at first consisted of a great number of giant jelly- 
fish, up to 25 feet long with powerful stings. It was an eerie 
sight to look over the side at these ghostly creatures floating 
by just beneath the surface of the water. A sea-lion swam 
along for a time and a porpoise was sighted. When Stu was 
about a half-mile off shore, the Water Queen crew saw a 16 
foot shark cross their bow. The Crissy Flier was alerted, but 
the shark apparently did not care to enter the swim, and 
was seen no more. 

At first Stu swam alone; at 3 A.M. Dick Galton joined 
him. From that time on, one or more pacers, usually wearing 
fins and wet-suits, were with him. Don Warto never left his 
post in the pilot boat and fed the swimmer 7-up and lemon 
jello as he desired. No other food was used. 

The erawl stroke at 55 beats a minute was used except 
when food was taken. Then he changed to a side stroke, but 
the swimmer never stopped at all. About 6:00 A.M., while 
swimming side-stroke, Stu suddenly felt pain in the left 
shoulder which persisted and hampered his progress to a 


considerable extent. The pain responded rather well to 
aspirin, and no other medication was considered. 

At 8:30 A.M. I swam with him and could see that he was 
not suffering from cold or fatigue but only from the pain 
and weakness of the strained shoulder. In view of his excel- 
lent leg and right shoulder action, I felt that he would 
probably be able to complete the swim. 

At 9:45 A.M., forward progress slowed considerably be- 
cause of an increasingly strong tidal drift to the north. This 
not only slowed shoreward progress from 2.0 down to 0.5 
knots but also carried the swimmer sufficiently far to the 
north of Duxbury Reef that plans to land at Stinson Beach, 
south and east of the reef, were abandoned. Joe Weiss and 
Hector Valencia scouted the shore in the Oyster and spotted 
a place where a gap between the rocks showed the way to a 
possible landing on the point. 

Landing was facilitated by a change in the tide from ebb 
to flow so that the last 1.5 miles of swimming was aided by 
the current. Were it not for the reef in the way and the 
swimmer’s lame left shoulder, he could have made Stinson 
Beach in another hour. Heetor and I joined Stu and Rudy 
at the finish. We all swam breaststroke and watched the 
swells carefully. It was necessary to stop to let two big 
swells go by and break in front of us. Going through the 
gap in the rocks, we finally touched bottom, but found the 
rocky footing so treacherous that we fell and had to crawl 
towards shore for a few yards before the shale and boulders 
would let us walk again. Stu felt so elated that he jogged 
up on the beach like a track man, a feat that was just a little 
too much for me. A truly great and wonderful swim.

THE FINISH LINE

It was very flattering that Stu asked (George and me to 
take care of the finish of his Farallones swim. I come from 
Marin County and know every road, so when Stu pointed 
out on the chart where he proposed to eome ashore I knew 
exaetly what to do. His designated landing spot was on a 
private road with a watehman at the gate barring the 
eurious. It 1s so exelusive that eertain residents strenuously 
objeeted when a plane made an emergeney landing there 
last year; 

Armed with a eard of introduetion I obtained outside, I 
found myself inside the gate and knocking at the door to 
what developed to be the home of a most charming and co- 
operative family, very willing to have our orange banner 
displayed on their flagpole, with the resulting turmoil of a 
shattering event. 

The Big Swim day arrived and while fixing my birds and 
feeding my fish the radio reports didn’t spur us to immedi- 
ate action. George had taken the day off. We don’t know 
what happened, but suddenly we were electrified into action. 

“Two miles from shore!", the radio said excitedly. To say 
that I was excited was the understatement of my life. 

It is difficult to describe our actions from then on, or just 
how we arrived in nothing flat over winding roads to the 
Allen's house at Stinson Beach. I tore my hair out by the 


roots en route and died a thousand deaths while breaking 
all speed records. 


Ann ran out when she heard our ear. “Oh, there you are!” 


Wild eyed and with mouths open we dashed past her to 
the beach, without breath to answer. Up went the orange 
banner while I watched the boats through the binoculars. It 
was very diffieult to tell from this loeation whether they 
were guiding Stu over Duxbury Reef to our finish at Stin- 
son, or whether he would land north of Duxbury or swim in 
over Duxbury Reef to Bolinas. I had to make a quick 
deeision, so I gasped : 

“Grab the blankets and things — quick!” 


We ran to the ear, then to the beaeh with everything 
needed. It was a wrong move. I had mistaken a small boat 
for one of ours from the Dolphin Club piloting Stu to shore 
— but it wasn't. 

Again I barked an order like Captain Bligh. Poor George 
was relying on my knowledge of Marin so again we dashed 
to the ear and I screeched. the tires around sharp turns, 
threw up clouds of dust on dirt roads, but found the exaet 

: no-tizmo-at-all. It-wac-a£-the-bago-of-a Stcep 
eliff, as I had feared. We ran and leaped down one path 
only to find the ocean up to the cliffs — impassable! We 
huffed and puffed up again with such speed that my heart 
began kicking up a fuss and I knew that if I went down 
again that I would have real trouble ascending. 


George had to leave me there and go down with the blan- 
kets and towels. I gave him one of my parachute flares 
which he handed to Colonel Conover, Stu’s friend. This flare 
went crazy when the Colonel set it off and zipped past Fred 
Howard's leg, singeing it! I jogged along the top of the cliff 
as fast as I could and timed Stu in. Jack Gordon on the 
Crissy Flier set off his parachute flare simultaneously with 
mine. My flare not only burned the inside of my hand but 
nearly started a brush fire. Jack didn’t need my signal in 
broad daylight and so close to shore but if it had been dark 
he would have. He also was to have signaled to me in ease 
Stu had been picked up at sea, night or day. 

Meanwhile, below me on the rocky shore George was plow- 
ing through the water, resplendant in International Orange, 
and bellowing to everyone: "If anyone touches him, he'll 
answer to me." 

He arrived with three minutes to spare and had wind 
enough to shout eneouragement to Stu. 

In a wink Stu was there. George grabbed him and held 
him in a viee-like hug while he and Doe Howard, who swam 


in with him, wiped him down quiekly with towels. They sat 


him down, swathed in blankets for a rest. Stu's wife helped 
wrap him up. 

Stu later laughingly complained that he though George 
would never let him go. He didn’t realize at the time that 
his shoulder was hurting so badly. Being squeezed didn’t 
help. 

The Army helicopter-ambulanece developed battery 
trouble, after being such a hovering angel during the day, 
and couldn’t take off with Stu. Eight men had brought him 
up the steep cliff on a stretcher. The erew was very cha- 
erined. Finally Stu was transferred to Colonel Conover's 
ear and was hurried to Letterman for a check-up and rest. 

We took Doe Howard, dressed in bathing trunks and 
shark-repellant with us, picked up the banner at Stinson, 
and took Doe home. We went to the Club only to discover at 
the finish of a world-shaking athletie event a Dolphin boat 
had capsized in the Cove with Jack Gordon and belongings, 
a rifle, and three other Club participants. 

Stu — we who helped you consider it an honor and all of 
us salute you. There were agonizing and laughable moments 
at sea and on the finish line — all to be cherished forever.

attempt was second with Bill O’Brien rowing for him. 
Hither Bert Capps or Jose Cortinas was 3rd and the other 
4th. I think Spike Hernandez also started but think that Fred 
Rogers did not. In this event there was also a woman who 
swam both topless and bottomless’ but only for about an 
hour. Don Sherwood was in and out in less than 5 minutes. 

There was not much action after this until 1956. Myra 


Thompson, in an 18 hour effort in 1957 came in sight of 
Ocean Beach but became exhausted. 

A little later Herron tried again. Toufie Blaik tried once 
or twice, but I can’t remember when, except that it was after 
Herron and before Papke. 

Ike made a splendid effort in 1965 coming to about 1.5 
miles from Stinsan Beac?. probably closer to Bolinas. His 
course was almost the sanie as Stu's. 1966 was not so lucky 
weatherwise, and Ike did not get so far. In 1966, Ted Erick- 
son tried twice. In 1966 also saw Lenore Modell, coached by 
Paul Herron, try twice and get about half-way.
